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A major challenge in indexing unstructured hypertext databases is to automatically 
extract meta-data that enables structured search using topic taxonomies, circumvents 
keyword ambiguity, and improves the quality of search and profile-based routing and 
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For many purposes, the Web page is too small a unit of interaction and analysis. Web 
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Topic management is the task of gathering, evaluating, organizing, and sharing a set of 
web sites for a specific topic. Current web tools do not provide adequate support for this 
task. We created the TopicShop system to address this need. TopicShop includes (1) a 
webcrawler that discovers relevant web sites and builds site profiles, and (2) user 
interfaces for exploring and organizing sites. We conducted an empirical study comparing 
user performance with TopicShop vs. Ya ... 
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
